A  total  of  265  volunteers  have  contributed 
to  the  effort,  which  has  resulted  in  prepara¬ 
tion  of  more  than  215,000  hot  meals  for  those 
responding  to  the  Sept  11  terrorist  attacks. 

Of  those  volunteers,  21  have  been  chap¬ 
lains  active  in  New  York  in  and  around  the 
affected  area,  including  the  morgue  at 
"Ground  Zero,"  the  name  given  by  rescue 
workers  to  the  area  containing  the  fallen 
World  Trade  Center  towers. 

A  total  of  six  Mississippi  Baptist  Disaster 
Relief  Task  Force  members  served  in  New 
York  City  as  chaplains  and  counselors. 
They  returned  home  on  September  25. 

Tne  North  Carolina  mobile  kitchen  based 
in  the  south  parking  lot  of  the  Pentagon 
closed  the  evening  ofSept  28  as  the  number 
of  workers  at  the  site  began  to  decline. 

In  New  York,  efforts  are  underway  to 
reduce  the  number  of  units  deployed  and 
consolidate  remaining  efforts  at  Floyd 
Bennett  Airport  in  Brooklyn. 

"We're  looking  at  possibly  (winding) 
down  on  the  feeding  and  looking  at  a  long¬ 
term  response,"  said  Mickey  Caison, 
national  director  for  Southern  Baptist 
Disaster  Relief  and  a  staff  member  of  the 
North  American  Mission  Board. 

The  large  majority  of  the  meals  prepared 
by  Southern  Baptist  Disaster  Relief,  partic¬ 
ularly  in  New  York  City,  were  delivered  by 
the  American  Red  Cross  to  respite  centers 
near  major  work  sites. 


In  Washington,  D.C.,  most  of  the  meals 
have  been  served  to  workers  directly  at 
the  site,  although  some  also  are  delivered 
by  Red  Cross  volunteers. 

The  role  of  Southern  Baptist  chaplains 
has  also  begun  scaling  down,  Caison  said. 

New  York  City  Mayor  Rudolph 
Giuliani  has  indicated  he  is  going  to  use 
only  local  chaplains  to  assist  with  the 
ongoing  response,  Caison  said,  meaning 
that  Southern  Baptist  chaplains  currently 
on  the  scene  will  not  be  replaced. 

"We  continue  to  look  at  opportunities 
of  church-to-church  partnerships  and 
some  things  we  might  do  with  pastors  in 
the  future"  Caison  said. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Disaster  Relief 
network,  which  includes  more  than 
20,000  trained  volunteers,  is  coordinated 
nationally  by  the  North  American 
Mission  Board  in  cooperation  with  state 
Southern  Baptist  conventions.

DALLAS  (BP)  —  Ergun  Caner  spent  the 
first  half  of  his  life  devoted  to  Islam. 

Raised  as  the  son  of  Acar  Mehmet 
Caner,  he  practiced  the  Kalima,  Islam's 
creed;  the  Salat,  praying  to  Mecca  five 
times  a  day;  the  Zaxat,  contributing  a  spec¬ 
ified  portion  of  his  income  to  the  faith;  the 
Sawn,  fasting  during  Ramadan;  and  await¬ 
ed  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the 


Seventeen  years  later,  MtlslimS  would 
call  him  a  "kafir"  of  the  worst  type,  he  told 
an  overflow  crowd  at  First  Church,  Dallas, 
using  the  term  for  an  infidel  declared  to  be 
as  good  as  dead. 

Several  hundred  Kurdish  Muslims  were 
among  those  invited  to  hear  Caner 
describe  how  his  life  changed  in  1982  when 
he  converted  to  Christianity. 

Citing  the  Koran's  words  in  Hadith  in 
9:57,  Caner  said,  "Mohammed  says  anyone 
who  changes  his  Islamic  religion,  'Kill 
him,'  but  I  also  know,  my  Kurdish  friends, 
that  you  have  given  me  tnis  hour  the  great¬ 
est  gift  that  I  have  ever  had  in  my  ministry 
—  your  presence  here." 

Caner  told  the  Christians  in  the  audi¬ 
ence,  "For  17  years  of  my  life,  I  assumed 
you  hated  me/'  Muslims  living  in  America 
nave  similar  expectations,  he  said,  in  light 
of  the  recent  attacks  justified  by  members 
of  the  Islamic  Jihad. 

"There  are  those  that  expect  retribution. 
They  expect  revenge  but,  believers  in  Jesus 
Christ,  do  you  know  what  they  do  not 
expect?"  Caner  asked. 

"They  do  not  expect  you  to  love  them  in 
spite  or  themselves,  and  why  would  you 
do  so?  Because  that's  exactly  how  he 
[Jesus]  loved  you,"  he  said. 


Such  an  out¬ 
ward  expression 
of  love  won 
Caner  over  when 
he  accepted  a 
friend's  invita¬ 
tion  to  Steltzer 
Road  Church  in 
Columbus,  Ohio. 

"I  didn't  walk 
in  there  and  see 
them  spit  upon 
me.  They  didn't 
smack  me  down 
or  call  me  a  'sand 
nigger.'  Instead 
they  loved  me, 
and  when  I 
asked  them  why 
they  loved  me, 
they  said  it  was 
because  Christ 
first  loved  us," 
he  recounted.  Ergur 

Refusing  to 

back  away  from  a  Gospel  message  in  the 

gresence  of  diverse  religious  groups  in  his 
ept.  16  message,  Caner  said,  "The  one 
thing  good  Muslims  and  good  Christians 
agree  upon  is  that  we  are  confounded  by 
the  media  that  keeps  insisting  that  we  all 
offer  up  prayers  to  the  same  God." 

He  added,  "I  did  not  switch  religions 
nor  did  I  trade  teams.  I  was  saved  by  the 
precious  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  and  thus  I 
am  bom  again. 

"What  has  happened  to  me  was  done  to 
me,  not  through  anything  I  have  done,  and 
it  is  that  Gospel,  that  hope  in  that  name 
that  I  preach  tonight."

Caner,  who 
serves  as  assistant 
rofessor  of  theol- 
gy  and  church 
istory  at 

riswell  College 
in  Dallas,  has  spo¬ 
ken  in  mosques 
and  debated 
Muslim  scholars. 

He  turned  to 
the  Book  of 
Habakkuk  to 


describe  another  time  when  people  asked, 
"Where  is  God  in  all  of  this?'* 

While  stating  that  there  is  no  sin  in  ask¬ 
ing  such  a  question,  Caner  said  the  answer 
can  only  come  by  asking  the  right  person. 

"Even  in  the  midst  or  this  cacophony  of 
questions,  the  plethora  of  issues  that  he 
[Habakkuk]  asks,  with  every  worry  and 
every  pain,  he  says,  'The  Lord  is  still  in  his 
temple.  Let  all  me  earth  be  silent  before 
him,'"  Caner  pointed  out. 

Habakkuk's  passionate  prayer  stands  in 
contrast  with  the  "pundits  pontificating  on 
television  in  dry  tones  as  if  this  is  some  sort 
of  political  or  cultural  issue,"  Caner  said  of 
the  passage. 

"Habakuk  takes  his  ques¬ 
tion  directly  to  a  God  wno  is 
listening.  Don't  think  for  a 
moment  that  we  have  all  the 
answers.  We  don't,"  Caner 
insisted,  "but  I  know  the  One 
who  does  and  be  he  silent  or 
revelatory.  I'm  just  going  to 
have  to  trust  him  on  tnis,  and 
so  we  believe  in  victory  but 
we  only  trust  in  God." 

Caner  empathized  with 
the  rage  that  Americans  feel 
over  the  acts  of  terrorism. 

"We  ask  the  question, 
'How  could  a  religion  do 
this?'  and  yet,  Christianity 
has  in  its  history  a  time 
when  warriors  were 
promised  that  Jesus  would 
forgive  all  their  sins  if  they 
died  on  the  battlefield  dur¬ 
ing  the  Crusades. 

"While  we  may  have  for¬ 
gotten  the  Crusades,  they 
nave  not,"  Caner  said  of  the 
Muslims.  "We  must  admit 
that  we,on  our  side,  have  had 
the  same  testimony  of  our 
own  type  of  Christian  jihad." 

Such  accounts  from  the 
history  of  religion  reveal  the 
distinction  between  "man 
seekipg  Cod"  through  a  reli- 
gious  activity  and  "God  seek¬ 
ing  man"  as  expressed  in 
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"Religion  is  trying  to  do 
things  to  earn  God's  favor, 
but  Christianity  says  there 
is  nothing  you  can  do  to 
make-'God  love  you  any 
more,  "he  said.
